IS ILL FROM PROSTRATION 


Believed to be Aggravated by

AMERONGEN, Dec. 21.—It has tran- 
spired that the ex-Kaiser’s health is 
causing very considerable anxiety. 
Since last Friday evening he has been 
confined t@ his room, and during most 
of that time he has remained in bed. 
It was about three weeks ago when 
William II. first felt since his arrival 
in. Holland gomewhat : unwell. At the 
beginning of. the month he stayed in; 
doors for three or four days, his phy- 
ysician advising him that it would be 
well to forego even his usual walks in 
the grounds of Count Bentinck’s resi- 
Gence. 

That terrible experience he had gone 
through with in leaving Germany began 
to have a visible effect on his nerves. 





It is hardly possible for ordinary mor- 
tals to realize ‘the: effect of such a tre- 
mendous ordeal. 

From the proudest hovaley to hopeless 
exile is indeed a fall which must tell 
with the utmost severity even on a man

On Friay night, that is, Just a week 
ago, he complained, I learn, of being 
somewhat out of sorts and retired 
rather earlier than usual to rest after 
a short consultation with his physician, 
in the residence at Hethuis. On Satur-: 
day he did not leave his bed and on 
‘Sunday morning a somewhat severe re- 
currence took place of that ear com- 
plaint which has troubled him from in- 
funcy and really to a much greater ex- 
tent of late years than is generally sup- 
posed. 

The usual remedies, which, for many 
years, the ex-Kaiser has never been 
without, were applied and the patient 
obtained considerable relief. He did 
not, however, attend divine service. 
Since Monday he has risen for a few 
hours each day, but beyond a short 
study of the newspapers his usual daily 
routine has been abandoned. 

The most anxiety, I am informed, is 
caused by his very nervous condition. 
The story of William's energy has so 
filled the world that it is apt to be for- 
gotten that he is subject. to epileptic 
setzures, and these, it is believed, were 
rather more frequent: during the last 
six or eight months of the war. It is 
on record in medical testimony, too, and 
it has very frequently been affirmed by 
those who. were privileged before the 
war to come into close contact with him 
that severe fits of nervous prostration 
often seized him. 

Immediately before leaving Sinan, 
he suffered badly from thesé and on 
the: night ‘on which he made his tre- 
mendous and historic decision, he was 
so affected in that way that he had to 
be left alond with his physician. It is 
apparently that trouble, combined with 
amore than us lly severe attack of 
his old-standing and incurable ear com- 
plaint, which has made him.an invalid. 

Now he is being kept very quiet and 
is not allowed to exert himself ‘at all or 
to: be: unnecessarily -troubled in any 
way.

BERLIN, Dec. 19, (via Copenha- 
gen.)—At- exactly 6 o’clock this after- 
noon, after a day of the hottest dis- 
cussion and much confusion, the con- 
ference of delegates of the Soldiers’ 
and Workmen's Councils voted that 
elections to a National Assembly 
should be held Jan. 19. 

This was done by the delegates ris- 
ing from their seats. Some 400 rose 
in. support of Jan. 19, and only the 
Independent Socialists, about seventy 


in number, remained sedted. Not 
even the most enthusiastic adherents 
of a National Assembly had expected 
such a result. 

Chairman Leinert was just about 
announcing the vote. when suddenly a 
storm broke from certain parts of the 
gallery. ‘* Shame, shame!’’ some 
persons cried, and ‘‘ Cowards, we 
shall teach you a lesson yet. ‘You are 
robbing the people af the fruits of the 
revolution!!') +

Extremists’ Tactics Fail. 


Before deciding that a vote should 
be taken on fixing,.thé date at Jan. 
19, two other motions were placed be- 
fore the house. One, introduced by 
the Independents, fixed the date for 
the election at March 16. The second 
motion proposed to retain Feb. 16, the 
date originally fixed by the People’s 
Commissioners. Neither ‘of these mo- 
tions received more than. one-fourth 
of the vote of the house. 

Later some more resolutions, fixing 
details of the National Assembly and 
pertaining to further conventions of 
the Soldiers’ and Workmen’s Councils, 
were voted on. 

The result today was due in large 
measure to the conciliating activity of 
the Majority Socialists among. the In- 
dependents, who had been weakening 
right along in their opposition, but 
had their backs stiffened continually 
by a small but energetic number of 
extremists, chief among whom was 
Ledebour. 

The most desperate efforts from 
without having failed to break up the 
conference, the same thing was tried 
from within today. During the noon 
recess a small clique of Independent 
Socialist delegates persuaded their 
partisans to insist on holding a cau- 
cus at which to decide if the Inde- 
pendents should not leave the- house 
in a body, since they evidently had 
no chance of passing their resolution 
postponing the election for a National 


ference reopened the Independents de- 
clared that they would withdraw for 
their caucus, and asked that the dis- 
cussion of the National Assembly be 
discontinued ‘until their return. The} 
house voted against the motion, and 
the Independents left for their com- 
mittee rooms. 

While the Independents considered 
‘the next step to be taken the regular 
Socialists, who had remained, con- 
tinued the debate on the assembly. 
One delegate- after another rose and 
spoke without any contradiction, the 
opposition being absent.

The last orator was Scheidemann, 
who told the delegates very plainly 
that if the Soldiers’ and Workmen's 
Councils continued in operation un- 
speakable woe would befall Germany, 
worse even than what had been suf- 
fered’ already.

WILSON IS FIRM 
FOR CO-OPERATION 


Understanding Between Amer- 
ica and Britain Is Essential to 
World’s Peace, He Says. 











CERTAIN ABOUT CONFERENCE 


Statesmen at Paris Will Achieve 
the High Ideals Desired, He 
Tells Correspondents. 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—‘'I.am confident 
that the big council of -statesmen of 
the world will be able to reach a just 
and reasonable solution of the prob- 
lems that will be presented to them, 
and thus earn the gratitude of the 
world for the most cordial and neces- 
sary service which has ever been 
rendered it,’’ said President Wilson in 
an interview today, referring to the 
approaching Peace Conference. 

The interview, as given to the corre- 
spondent of The London Times, states 
that the President gave his views-on 
the discussion of the freedom .of the 
seas and contrasted the evils of the 
Vienna Congress with the hopeful out- 
100k for the Versailles Congress. 

Lord Northcliffe, editor f The Lote 
don Times, has given The Aasociated 
, & copy .of, the interview, from 
éxtracts have béen male. 

The Congress of Vienna, the corre- 
spondent. says President Wilson told 
him, was a congress of ‘‘ bosses.’’ 
The delegates were concerned more 
with their own interests and the 
classes they represented than the 
wishes of their peoples. 

‘* Versailles, as President Wilson 
said,’’ the interviewer continues, 
‘** must.be a meeting place of the ser- 
vants of the peoples represented by 
delegates, and he added, ‘ there is no 
master mind who can settle the prob- 
lems of today. If there is anybody 
who thinks he knows what is in the 
mind of all peoples, that man is a fool 
We have all got to put our heads to- 
gether and pool everything we have 
got for the benefit of the ideals which 
are common to all.’ ’’ 

‘* Asked whether he would visit the 
Grand Fleet, President Wilson replied 
that he was afraid he would not have 
time, adding that he fully realized that 


strong, silent, and watchful support of 
the British Navy in securing the com- 
munications of the Allies. ’ 

‘* He referred also to the very happy 
comradeship and co-operation between 
the British and American Navies.’’ 

For Anglo-American Understanding. 

The correspondent then adds: 

‘* President Wilson, in discussing |) 
the réle of the British fleet in the 
maintenance of what, at any rate dur- 
ing the war, had been the freedom 


of the seas for the free peonle of the 
world, spoke with a sincerity which 
no amount of writing can convey. His 
accents convinced me that he is a 
believer in the decency and honesty 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. He said: 

‘** It is essential for the future 
peace of the world that.there should 
be the frankest co-operation and most 
generous understanding between the 
two English-speaking democracies. 

‘** We comprefiend and appreciate, 
I believe, the grave problems which 
the war has brought to the British 
people, arid fully understand the spe- 
cial international questions which arise 
from the fact of your peculiar posi- 
tion as an island empire.’ ’’ 

The correspondent declared. that he 
left the President ‘‘ with the assurance 
ringing in my ears that he desired to 
co-operate with the British, and with 
all the Allies, in securing, with their 
counsel, a new. state of affairs 
throughout the world.’’

“PARIS; Dec. 20.—President Wil- 
son's day was crowded with officiai 
conferences and visitors and in mak- 
ing final preparations to proceed to 
American headquarters and thence to 
England immediately after Christ- 
mas. He spent a good part of his time 
conferring with Italian statesmen and 
considering the claims that Italy will 
lay before the Peace Conference. This 
evening he paid a call of ceremony on 
the King of Italy. 

Early in the day Mr. Wilson con- 
ferred for some time with Premier Or- 
lando and Foreign Minister Sonnino of 
Italy, who explained in detail their 
country’s ambitions. The President 
has expressed warmest sympathy with 
Italy’s aspirations, but has not com- 
mitted himself fully a- to his views. 

Mr. Wilson frankly told Premier 
Orlando and Baron Sonnino that he 
did not know what Italy should re- 


jceive, but added that he intended to 


support action that would be just. 

After the conference Mr. Wilson 
spent some time in going over ma- 
terial presented and comparing it with 
data collected by Colonel E. M. House, 
who spent some time in attempting to 
determine what should be: Italy’s legit- 
imate claims. 

The program for the day also in- 
cluded a reception at the Murat res- 
idence of the Ambassadors and Min- 
isters accredited to France. The cer- 
emony—one of the most colorful and 
dignified to take place in the course 
of Mr. Wilson’s visit to Paris—began 
at5 P. M. The majority of the mem- 
bers of the large diplomatic corps here 
had never met the President and all 
were eager to greet him personally. 

While the diplomatic corps was _ be- 
ing received, a committee from the 
French Senate waited to welcome the 
President formally to France and give 
expression to the cordial sentiments 
and bonds of friendship between the 
two republics. Because of this en- 
gagement a previously arranged 
luncheon with Stephen Pichon, For- 
eign Minister, was canceled.

** Reaching the capital at midnight | 
Wednesday I had trouble in getting | 
through the streets, owing to the 
crowds which were parading and 
shouting, ‘ Vive Wilson!’ 

‘* It is difficult to analyze the innér 
meaning of these manifestations. 
They-are a mixture of curiosity on the 
part of the citizens of the sister ré- 
public to see the first United States 
President who has. ever crossed the 
seas during his term of office, of in- 
tense gratitude to the United States 
for backing up France, and of the old, 
traditional affection and admiration 
of the French for the Americans. 
But the chief factor is the belief that 
a man has come from a long way off 
to prevent any more wars. 

‘* Prench crowds do not generally 
make much noise. Flag waving and 
handclapping and * Vives! ' are. their 
usual signs of approbation, but during 
the President’s visit they are really 
vociferous, and they sive an extra 
ghout when General Pershing is seen. 

‘* Where the greatest enthusiasm is 
shown is in the poorer parts of the 
city. There I am told the feeling is 
universal that gratitude is due to the 
man who is about to set up a League 
of Nations to stop war. That is very 
understandable, for nearly. . 
French family has’ lost’ a . father,. 
brother, husband, or sweetheart. In} 
some cases all the male’ members of 
the family ‘have been killed. In al- 
most every family living in the prov- 
inces which the Germans invaded a

PARIS, Dec. 20.—The American 
peace delegates are now comfortably 
settled in the Hotel Crillon, a big 


structure facing the Place de la Con- 


corde. Each has living apartments 


and a handsome suite of offices. 
Secretary Lansing’s private office is 
@ large room furnished in the style of 
the Second Empire, and is altogether 
sumptuous and attractive. The win- 
dows on one side look out on the 


Place de la Concorde, a great open 
space, with no building to shut the 
i light from Mr. Lansing's rdom. Here 
he receives visitors, just as in his of- 
| fice at the State Department. If they 
| are old friends, he does not hide the 
pipe which he smokes constantly while 
working, in Paris as well as in Wash- 
ington. 

The rooms adjacent to the offices of 
the delegates, furnished in the conven- 
tional hotel style, contain desks and 
typewriters at which the secretaries 
and clerks work. The messengers are 
soldiers, mostly men who have -been 
here a year or more. All are keen- 
eyed, alert young Americans, who 
were evidently pickéd for their intelli- 
genee and courtesy. 

Next door to the Crillon offices are 
others connected with the peace mis- 
sion, including those of Secretary 
Grew and Assistant Secretaries Har- 
rison and Patchin. This building was 
formerly the Paris Club Cercle Royal. 
Soldiers also serve here as mes- 
sengers and doorkeepers, and some as 
clerks. The Crillon is an American 
Lcenthe,. in ‘, the vicinity of which 
‘Americans get the impression of be- 
ing in a prominent street of their 
home city. 
everywhere, and warm greetings in 
the hearty American style are ex- 
changed constantly. American of- 
ficers and women Red:Cross workers 
are always to be seen in this part of

The Crillon is still run as a hotel, 
but it is intended to keep out every- 
body unconnected with the American 
commission or not having business 
there.

A 
touch of home is given the lobby of 
the hotel-by a booth, presided over by 
a young woman, where. popular 
brands of American tobacco, cigars, 
and cigarettes are »_gbtainable.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—In all the ex- 
changes of oratorical courtesies in- 
cidental to the visit of the King of 
Italy yesterday and today his French 
hosts have-made a point of using the 
word “spontaneously ” in describ- 
ing héw Italy came into the war in 
1915. That is the public ‘end of it, 
but in private France makes no 
bones of declaring that Italy was 
persuaded to come into the war only 
by secret treaty promises of terri- 
torial .concessions which the Allies 
are. now reluctant to keep, because 
to do so means trouble with the 
Jugoslavs. In fact, they accuse italy 
of having charged too great a 
tor coming into the war anit 
that the promises were made rtd 
duress. 

For weeks France has been try-

and the latest public utterance: of 
Orlando was to the effect that Italy 
could not demobilize because of the 
likelihood of greatly increased diffi- 
culties in the future. It is taken for 
granted that he referred to the 
troubles with the Jugoslavs. 

The Paris public apparently has 
more sympathy with ther 1 feelings 
of its political leaders than «with 
their banquet speeches. - Several 
months ago, whet London was cele- 
brating “Italian Unity Day,” there 
was not the slightest recognition in 
France of that anniversary; and on 
this present occasion of the visit of 
King Victor Emmanuel the Paris 
street demonstrations are very tame 
affairs compared to those recently 
accorded King George, King Albert, 
and President Wilson. oe 

Concerning the Italian ua 
there is much significance attached 
to a statement made by Premier 
Venizelos yesterday about secret 
treaties. He said: — 

“If we have a Society of Nations, 
I suppose those treaties will be done 
away with. As a matter of fact, - 
they were made before the real pur- 
pose and significance of this war 
developed and before America: came 
into the conflict. They no longer 
apply.

The second stage will be a series of 
conferences of the four chief powers 
concerned, France,. America, Eng- 
land, and Italy. It ‘is not contem- 
plated that Belgium, Serbia, and the 
other lesser nations which have 
fought against Germany. will partici- 
pate in these first conferences of. the 
Big Four. It is expected that the Big 
Four will have. finished this chief 
work of the entire proceedings and 
agreed to a plan by fhe end of Jan- 
uary. : 


Hearing for the Lesser Allies. 


Then the lesser Allies ‘will have the 
month of February in which to state 
their cases ‘and present their claims 
before France, America, England, 
and Italy.’ This process will not alter 
the main conclusions of the Big Four, 
but whatever is agreed upon by: ther 
after hearing the smaller nations will 
be fitted with the general plan upon 
which, as a basis, the peace terms for 
Germany will be drawn. 

It is not proposed by the Allies that 
Germany will have anything to say in 
the formulation of these terms. She 
is not to be represented at any of the 
preliminary conferences. 

The peace program will be handed 
to Germany probably early in March, 
very much as the armistice terms 
were handed to her in November, to 
accept or reject it without argument. 
There seems to be much more cer- 
tainty that she will accept peace be- 
cause she will have to than there |’ 


was last month that she would accept 
the armistice. 


No doubt she will ask for modifica- 
tions and concessions and that there 
will be much correspondence between 
Berlin and Paris, but what all the 
Allies agree to before offering the 
terms to Germany will be what the 
latter country will have to accept. 

Fear of a German Talleyrand. 


**'We do not deem it advisable or 
profitable,’’ ‘said my ‘informant, ‘‘ to 
allow Germany to participate in the 
formulation of the terms, and thus 
throw open the doors to endless dis- 
cussion. She would have too great 
an advantage in being one against 
many in the argument. 

** We have a precedent against it in 
what happened at the Congress of 
Vienna. At that time France was 


beaten and invaded. But she was al- 
lowed to participate in the .congress 
that was to settle the peace of Europe. 
Talleyrand of France, standing alone, 
was able in two weeks to. split the 
coalition against him by his manoeu- 
vring. That must not be allowed to 


_. happen this time.”’ 


I asked if Germany had a Talley- 
rand for the present occasion, and, 
even if she had, could he succeed in 
splitting the present coalition of 
America and the European Allies. My 
informant replied that no needless 
risks should be taken. 

After Germany signs her peace, 
which is expected to be about the end 
of March, other peace treaties will be 
handed to Bulgaria, Turkey, and Hun- 
gary, for them to accept or reject in 
the sare way. No rejections are ex- 
pected. 

Of course, these various sets of 
peace terms for Germany and her 
former allies will ~over all such mat- 
ters as the new arritorial boundaries 
of the enemy countries, indemnities, 
damages, and reparations. 

After these treaties have been 
signed will come the congress to con- 
sider such matters as a League of Na- 
tions, and to embody in its conclu- 
sions, the results of the preliminary 
peace treaties. What participation is 
to be allowed Germany in this final 
congress has not yet been determined.

OVER BATTLEFIELDS 


French Will Show Him Scenes 
of Marne, Oise, and Cham- 
pagne Fighting. 


TRIP TO DEVASTATED REGION 


He Will See the bites of Ger- 
man Calculated ‘Destruction 
In Lille District.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—It ts now under- 
stood that the President will leave 
Paris Tuesday for Chaumont to spend 
Christmas with the American forceés:' 
He is expected to return to Paris on 
his way to. England. 

The members of the President's en- 
tourage emphasize the distinction be- 
tween the President's position in 
France and in England, Italy, and Bel- 
gium. ‘ Paris is his office for work; 
other countries the. salons where he 
pays courtesy. visits,, rv: was the phrase 
in which the difference was summed 
up for me today. No one doubts that 
the President will talk over subjects of 
important interest with the leaders of 
the various countries he may visit, but 
such conversations will be, so to speak 


unofficial as compared with the con- 
ferences in Paris, 


President’s French Itinerary. 


Three officers of the Information 
Department of the French Headquar- 
ters Staff have been charged with’ the 
preparation of the itinerary and (plans 
of the President’s visit to points of 
special interest on the French front. 
It is unlikely that he will undertake 
the trip before the beginning of Janu- 
ary in view of his engagements al- 
ready made to visit the American 
forces for Christmas, and subsequent- 
ly England. 

One of them said today: 

‘** The schedule for two or perhaps 
three trips is already prepared, but 
nothing is yet settled as to the dates. 
The President will be accompanied by 
one or more of us, and probably - by 
Minister Loucheur, who will point out 
the destruction of‘the principal face 
tories and - commercial enterprises 
generally.’’ 

The existing arrangements indicate 
that the first journey will be along 
north-and-south line between Paris 
and Lille, doubtless including Chiateau- 
Thierry, Senlis Forest, . Villers-Cot- 
terets and the region southeast of 
Soissons—where the lst and 24d Amer- 
ican Divisions fought so gallantly in 
Mangin’s great drive of July 18-19— 
Soissons itself, Montdidier, and Can- 
tigny—the scene of the first American 
activity in the main battle area—the 
devastated triangle of Roye, Nesle, 
Noyon, and Lassigny, and so north- 
ward to Lille, through Guise, where 
the German plenipotentiaries entered 
the French lines to sign the armistice. 

The second trip, probably of a day's 
duration, will be along an east and 
west line from the region of Com- 
piégne through La _Féré, over the 
Chemin des Dames, to Rheims. Thence 
past the bloodstained Mounts of 
Champagne—with a possible swerve 
southward to Epernay, and the scene 
of the desperate fighting on the Marne 
of July 15-18, to the Franco-American 
battlefield of September and October, 
where Gouraud, with American divi- 
sions under his command, co-operated 
so brilliantly with the American drive 
fin the east of the Argonne. 

The latter, being properly an Ameri- 
can sector, does not enter the French 
plans, but a special trip may be ar- 
ranged later, under French super- 
vision, to Verdun. By an obvious 
confusion between what is planned 
and the President's actual movements 
the Echo de Paris stated yesterday 
that the President had visited Cha- 
teau-Thierry the previous day. In the 
evening I received confirmation of 
this story from usually trustworthy 
sources, but further investigation to- 
day proved the statement erroneous.

Losses of German Navy. 

With the exception of the naval losses, 
which show nearly 90 per cent. of Ger- 
many’s naval personnel in 1917, the 
total number of German. casualties, 
6,066,769 reported in the Cologne Ga- 
zette of Nov. 25 as having been regis- 
tered up to Oct. 25, since the war *be- 
gan, approximatsly agrees with the es- 
timates made abroad, both official and 
unofficial. The naval casualties, how-' 
ever, go far beyond all foreign esti- 
mates, and are almost double the: Brit- 
ish naval loss. ‘The. German naval loss 
is distributed as follows: 25, dead, 
oss wounded, 15,678 missing; total, 

The British loss at sea, according to a 
statement of the Admiralty on Nov. 26, 
had. been up to Nov. 11, 39,766, distrib- 
uted as follows: Dead, 33,361; wounded, 
5,183 ; missing, 47; prisoners, 1,175. 

It is a well-known fact that the Ger- 
man Navy sustained her heaviest sea 
losses at Heligoland, Aug. 28, 1914; off 
Falkland Ishends, Dec. § 1914; in the 
battle of Jutland, May 31, 1916, and 
during the intensive U-boat campaign 
from Feb. 1, 1917, till Oct. 25, 1918, 
when the U-boats were recalled. In the 
Heligoland battle Germany suffered a 
loss of four entire crews, or 1,199 killed 
or prisoners, mostly the former; off 
‘Falkland Islands she lost four entire 
crews with a total of 2,182, or 1,834 
dead and 348 prisoners. Aside from these 
battles she had lost in various sea 
actions down to the eve of the battle of 
Jutland 5,853 naval men in killed and 
prisoners, making a total naval loss to 
May 31, 1916, of 9,234. 

In the battle of Jutland the Germans 
admitted a loss of six ships, with a total 
of 2,136 men killed or prisoners, (pre- 
suming their complements were full.) 
making a total casualty list of 11,368 up 
to June 1, 1916. 

After the battle of Jutland there were 
no great sea engagements with heavy 
losses to the Germans. The loss between 
June 1, 1916, and Oct. 25, 1918, which 
amounts to 59,141, (70,509-11,368,) there- 
fore, must have been, according to ap- 
parent deductions made from the Ger- 
man data, principally caused when U- 
boats were sunk, unless, indeed, the Ger- 
man report of the losses at the battle of 
Jutland were far below those reported 
by the German Admiralty at the time. 

On Sept. 6, 1918, the British Admir- 
alty published an account of the fate of 
150 U-boats. Of these, 116 had their 
officers reported as killed; in the ma- 
jority of cases, it is presumed, that the 
crews perished also, which would 


which does not go far toward reducing 
the total of 59,141. 

The item of 28,968 wounded in the 
German casualty list is as extraordi- 
nary as is the total, and, according to 
naval men, can only be accounted for 
by the fact; that the ships which bore 
them reached home ports in a crippled 
condition or that the men had been 
rescued from sinking ships and taken 
home. The U-boat losses, it is believed, 
cannot be made to account for more 
than a few wounded, as U-boats were 
usually sunk with all on board or cap- 


red. 

Both the wounded and the 59,141 total, 
not otherwise accounted for, may, how- 
ever, be measurably covered in the 
light of Admiral Jellicoe’s report of the 
Battle of Jutland, in which twenty-one 
enemy ships were ‘‘ seen to sink.’’ These 
vessels added to the German confessed 
losses were three battleships, two cruis- 
ers, nine destroyers, and one submarine, 
and increase the German T0ss of per- 
sonnel, either killed or wounded, on the 
basis of complete complements, by 5,500, 
bringing the total loss to the Germans 
at the Battle of Jutland up to 7,634, 
(2,134+45,500,) wnich leaves 03,649 (70,- 
509—16,860) Germans in killed, wounded, 
or. prisoners. to be accounted for .as 
German naval losses from after the 
Battle of Jutland till the recall of the 
U-boats, as against the 59,141 ‘total 
left by the German account of that 
battle. : 

No known estimates even approxi- 
mately’ account for the huge naval cas- 
ualty record. published by the Cologne 
Gazette, unless the balance be made up 
on the theory that the Germans em- 
ployed a large percentage of their sea- 
men in land fighiing, and suffered the 
majority of casualties that way. This 
may account for the fact that 70,509 
amounts to nearly 90 per cent. of Ger- 
many’s naval force on sea duty in 1917. }

Minotto, in his de- 
position, which Mr. Becker obtained, 
stated. that he had shown the letter to 
Mr. Kahn before mailing it and had 
met Mr. Kahn in the board room of 
Kuhn, Loeb.& Co.

Nelson, ‘‘ this is an explanation on their 
pert why the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

ad not subscribed for Liberty bonds.”’ 

‘* No, I said Anglo-French bonds,"’ re- 
plied Mr. Becker. 

Senator Nelson—For Anglo-French 
bonds; but that Otto Kahn and Mor- 
timer Schiff had, on their own account, 
subscribed for our bonds; is not that it?

Germans Met a Setback. 


Mr. Becker—There is no doubt the 
Germans came over here expecting that 
the connection between M. M. Warburg 
& Co. and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. was going 


to be all-powerful to produce financing 
here; and they were grievously disap- 
pointed in that. 

Senator Overman—That is, by reason 
of the influence of Mr. Warburg. You 
think that is the reason 

Mr. Becker—No; but by reason of Mr. 
Kuhn's influence. 

Senator Nelson—Mr. Kahn was the 
most active man? I say Otto Kahn, to 
my knowledge—I spoke with him at sev- 
eral loyalty meetings two years ago at 
St. Paul and Minneapolis—was as pro- 
nounced a man in favor of our country 
as I ever met, and very active. 

Senator Reed—If a man rae both 
ends against the middle and did it im- 
partially, and being a banker, that would 
be bankers’ neutrality, would it not? 

Mr. Becker—I think that characterizes 
it perfectly. 

Senator Overman—Proceed, Mr. Becker. 

There was some discussion about the 
admission of another letter offered by 

r. Becker. 

‘‘Theré is no necessity for bringing in 
the names of bankers or other people as 
the name of Kuhn, Loeb & Co. has been 
brought into this record,’’ Senator Kin 
contended. ‘‘ What Mr. Becker has jus 
said, in my opinion, is a reflection upon 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co.”’ 

Senator Nelson—No, I think rather it 
is in their favor. 

Senator Overman—I think the whole 
thing is in their favor. 

Mr. Becker—Let me state, Mr. Chair- 
man, for the purposes of the record, that 
I proposed to read a letter of Oct. 5, 
1915, from James Minotto to M. Georges 
Pallain, reading the letter to which he 
made reference in the portion of his 
testimony that I read. I then proposed 
to read a letter of the 3d of November, 
1915, from Hugo Schmidt to the Deutsche 
Bank relating to a conversation that he 
had with Otto H. Kahn, but I under- 
stand that those are excluded. 

Senator Overman—No; I did not ex- 
clude that. 


Praised Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 


. Mr. Becker—In the letter of James Mi- 
notto to Georges Pallain, the 5th of Oc- 
tober,: 1915, Pallain being the Governor 


of the Bank of France, there is the fol- 
lowing passage, and this is the passage 
referred to in Minotto’s testimony: 
‘**You probably recall, Mr. Governor, 
that on the eecasion of my recent visit 
to you in Paris I explained to you that 
the house of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., who are 
among the most important and powerful 
financiers’ in the United States, were 
being accused quite. unjustly in France 
of pro-German tendencies, and that, on 
the contrary, the house rendered a true 
service to the cause of the Allies in 
categorically refusing to negotiate ev- 
ery proposition which was offered to it 
on the part of the German Government, 
and from which it certainly would have 
received most advantageous conditions. 
‘* Now, also, in the negotiations of the 
Anglo-French. Commission, with the 
representatives of American high fin- 
ance, Kuhn, Loeb Co. have given 
proof of an attitude entirely benevolent 
to the cause of France and England, 
although Mr. Schiff, Sr., has not lost 
sight of the resentment of the Jews 
against Russia. . 
“It is said that Otto H. Kahn, who 
has on many occasions, especially from 
the int of view of benevolence and 
the development of French art in New 
ork, demonstrated his pro-French 
sympathies, and personally subscribed 
$5,000,000 ; and that one of his col- 
leagues, Mortimer Schiff, has_ sub- 
scribed $1,000,000 of the Anglo-French 
oan. ether that is true or not, it 
is difficult to say. However, the fact 
that neither Otto H. Kahn nor Mor- 
timer Schiff has denied the rumor has 
a@ very. great importance; and it is not 
to be doubted that the attitude of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co. has very considerably influ- 
enced the decision of other financial 
houses, and they have efficaciously, al- 
though not officially, aided to the suc- 
cess of the loan.”’ 
Senator Reed—What is the date of the 
letter, please? . 


Rumors of Bond Buying. 


Mr. Becker—Oct. 5, 1915. I read now a 
letter of Hugo Schmidt to the Deutsche 
Bank, Berlin:

‘Mr: Otto H. Kahn invited me today 
to take luncheon with him, and on this 
occasion he told me an injury had been 
done to him,’ not only in the American 
press, but also in t..c Frankfurter Zei- 
tung, in that it had been reported con- 
cerning him that he, as well as his part- 
ner, ortimer Schiff, had invested in 
the Anglo-French loan, which is in no 
way correct. Neither the firm of Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., nor any of its partners had 
taken any part thereof, directly or indi- 
rectly, and if they have not contradicted 
these false newspaper articles that is be- 
cause they make it a matter of pone 
to ignore such newspaper articles. 

“The fact, however, that the news in 

uestion ——— with a statement of 
the ‘amount for which both of the gen- 
tlemen had subscribed and that never a 
deniak appeared made every one believe 
that the statements in question were cor- 
rect, and for that reason I repeated 
them to you at the time. 

** As I briefly reported to you already, 
H. F. Albert had in mind to givé u — 
uhn, 
oeb & Co. for von Bernstorff—eventu- 
ally also the account of the Reichsbank 
—and he has since done so in part, so 
that at present actually only the ac- 
count of the Reichsbank remains. He 
has written to Berlin concerning the 
withdrawal of this amount also. 

“TIT cannot now wholly free myself of 
the idea that Kahn has given me the 
above-mentioned information with’ the 

urpose that I should pass it on to Al- 
Load g so as to prevent the business rela- 
tions between the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co. and the German authorities from 
undergoing a further diminution. So I 
have informed Albert of this, who will 
now abstain from any further diminu- 
tion of his business relations with Kuhn 
Loeb & Co., d not wish to faii 
to inform you of the matter.

Mr. ‘Becker next read a letter from 
Hugo Schmidt td thé Deutsche Bank, 
which was dated Feb. 16, 1916. In_this 
etter Schmidt stated that the Ham- 

urg-American Line, which ‘‘ then need- 
ed money to charter and equip ships for 
the Ministry of War,’’ had approached 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. in order to obtain an 
advance of about $1,000,000. 

‘‘Kuhn, Loeb & Co.,’’ Schmidt con- 
tinued, ‘‘ is said to have acted very ar- 
bitrarily on that occasion. At first they 
were not willing to entertain the propo- 
sition at all, then they said they could 
do nothing in the matter alone, but they 
would try to organize a syndicate for 
that purpose.

Questioned by Senator King, the wit- 
ness said that America then was at 
peace with Germany, and that there was 
nothing that made it improper for Amer- 
icans to sell any goods they might have 
to Germany. 

‘There was no impropriety in Kuhn, 
Loeb & Co., or any other bank, receiving 
deposits from Germany?’”’ the Senator 
continued.

Engdahl Affirms His Support of the

CHICAGO, .Dec. 20.—Socialism was 
expounded to the jury in Federal Judge 
Landis’s court today. by J. Louis Eng- 
dahl, editor of The American Socialist, 
who is one of the five Socialist leaders 
on trial under the Espionage Act. 

_Engdahl read the anti-war manifes- 
toes of the Socialists of Germany, ‘Aus- 
tria, England, and France, published a 
few days prior to the outbreak of war 
in 1914. The manifestoes, all couched 
in language telling of the ‘ horrors of 
war’’ and calling it ‘* capitalistic,’’ were 
in' the same vein as the ‘St. Louis 
platform ’’ adopted three years later in 
this country. : 

BEngdahl flatly said: “I wouldn't 
have remained editor of The American 
Socialist had I not approved the St. 
Louis anti-war platform,” and “I 
haven’t changed my views.”’ 

Adolph Germer, Secretary~Treasurer 
of the Socialist Party, also testified. 
He denied any physical opposition to 
the Government or having spread anti- 
war propaganda after the espionage 
law became effective. :

REPORT WAS LONG DELAYED 
Was Filed on Sept. 12, but Made 


Public Only Yesterday by 
Order of the President. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The report 
of the D€partment of Justice concerning 
conditions at the Hog Island shipbuild- 
ing plant, which has been withheld 

“Many weeks at the request, it is said, 
of the Shipping Board, was made public 
today at the White House by the direc- 
tion of President Wilson. 

While the investigators hold that there 
Was no evidence produced to warrant 
criminal prosecutions, the conditions 
which existed at the yards before Feb. 1 


are described by the words “ organized 
riot,’ ‘‘ tangled mass,” and ‘state of 
chaos.”’ 

The examiners state that the Emer- 
@ency Fleet Corporation of the Shipping 
Board should not be called upon to 
shoulder full responsibility for the in- 
crease in the cost of the yard from the 
early estimate of $21,000,000. to some- 
thing more than $61,000,000 without a 
further investigation. It is recommended 
‘that the question be placed before a 
board of arbitration and that the private 
interests with whom the Government 
dealt, be called upon to make restitu- 
tion, if found to be responsible for waste 
and'extravagance. This recommendation 
reads: 

“In our judgment, the shipyard being 
in the main completed, the Board of Ar- 
bitration should be established, and the 
question should be definitely submitted 
to them as to whether, upon the proper 
interpretation of the contract, the ex- 
penditures for the plant construction at 


* Hog Island were reasonably necessary. 


In making their determination they must 
have in mind not only the proper inter: 
pretation of the contract, but also the 
fact that the burden of proof is upon the 
agent to satisfy the tribunal as to the 
reasonable necessity for the exjendi- 
tures. If the tribunal reports that the 
expenditures were reasonably necessary, 
then we recommend ‘closing the proceed- 
ings except as to matters which are now 
or may hereafter be in issue between the 
agent and the Fleet Corporation; if, on 
the contrary, they find that the expendi- 
tures were in excess of reasonable ne- 
cessity, they should state their judgment 
as to the extent of the excess and pay- 
ment thereof should be demanded . of 
the agent.” 

This program is based on a clause in 
the contract between the Fleet Corpora- 
tion and the American International 
Corporation of New York, the agent, 
which provided that ‘‘ after the shipyard 
is constructed the agent may appeal to 
a board of arbitration consisting of three 
distinguished naval architects, to be be- 
lected, one by the Fleet Corporation, one 

* by the agent, and one by the two.”’ 


Report Based on July Conditions, 


The report, which is dated Sept. 12, 
atated that the plant would be com- 
pleted in September; that the contract 
was substantially being complied with, 
and that the controversy hinged ‘‘ not so 
much upon the question of accomplish- 
ment but upon means, methods, and ex- 
penditures.’"’ But attached is a letter 
from the investigators, dated Sept. 21, 
which the Attorney General transmitted 
to the President, referring to press re- 
ports that the program was falling be- 
hind schedule and calling attention to 
the fact that the report was based on 
‘conditions as they appeared early in 
July. 

The Department of Justice investiga- 
tion was made by two assistants to the 
Attorney General, G. Carroll Todd and 
Mark Hyman, beginning in February, 
when President Wilson asked the Attor- 
mey General to get into consultation 
with Chairman Hurley of the Shipping 
Board ‘ about the whole matter with a 
view to instituting criminal process in 
case the facts justify it.’’ Charges of 
graft and gross waste were made in an 
inquiry conducted by the Senate’ Com- 
merce Committee, and Mr. Hurley wrote 
to the President and to Mr. Gregory, 
saying that there was “serious disor- 
ganization and negligence’’ at Hog Isl- 
and and that he desired the aid of the 
Attorney General in investigating con- 
ditions. . ° 

The assistants, with the aid of two

“ Emergency Fleet Corporation a shipyard 
of fifty ways, and to construct with 
funds supplied from the same source 
fifty or more steel cargo ships at an 
estimated cost of $1,100,000 each. The 
agreement was that upon completion of 
the ships the fleet torporation. might 
buy the land at cost, failing which the 
contractor might buy the plant at a 
value to be fixed by appraisal, failing 
which the Government would scrap the 
plant and remove it. 


First Estimate $21,000,000.

Conclusions As to Criminality. 


This is the conclusion as to criminal 
ability : 


**In response to the question sub- 
mitted by the President our conclusion 
is that the facts do not justify ‘criminal 
process; that no fraud or secret profits 
on the part of the officials of either the 
agent or the fleet corporation has been 
established ; that while there were some 
minor frauds on the payroll, which have 
been prosecuted, the laborers, laborers’ 
timekeepers and payroll supervisors 
were in the main honest.

These 
criticisms were submitted to two lead- 
ing firms of certified accountants, 
Messrs. Haskins & Sells, and Messrs. 
Touche, Niven & Company, who report- 
ed in writing that the criticisms were 
unfounded and that the methods and 
scope of; the accounting, taken in con- 
junction’ with other lines of inquiry, 
‘were so laid out as to bring to light 
extravagancies and irregularities if any 
such existed.’

It was given precedence until we were 
satisfied that excepting certain minor 
frauds no ounds existed for criminal 

rocess and that there would probably 

e no delay in the delivery of ships if 
steel and labor were forthcoming. Those 
being the.vital points we reported oral- 
ly our conclusions in regard to them 
and thereafter proceeded in the normal 
course to consider the issues of fact and 


law involved in this complicated 
record.”’ 


Discrepancies Unexplained. 


Stating conclusions as to alleged waste 
and mismanagement, the report: pro- 
ceeds: 3 

‘In what we have next to say we do 
not wish to minimize the boldness of 
the plan of the ageht and the courage 
and success of the undertaking, but we 
are not able to find affirmatively that 


the agent has satisfactorily accounted in 
the hearings before us for the expendi- 
ture of so large a sum of money in the 


construction of this plant. 

‘* Waiving all minor questions of con: 
troversy, the outstanding fact is that 
the agent’s Summer and Fall estimates 
of $21,000,000 and its Nov. 27 estimate 
of $27,000,000 have been so far exceeded 
that the probable cost of the yard will 
be about $61,000,000, (including $6,000,- 
000 for recent additions made by order 
of the fleet corporation.) Such a dis- 
crepancy must be due to some funda- 
mental miscalculation in the_ original 
estimate, to supervening condition, in- 
cluding enlargement of the plant, to 
mismanagement in operation, or to a 
combination of these faetors. A discrep- 
ancy of such magnitude would seem to 
call for a clear explanation from the 
agent, but this has not been furnished. 

‘* Considerable effort has been made 
by the agent in the hearings to stultify 
its own estimates by claiming that they 
were mere guesses that nobody could 
rely upon. ut the fleet corporation 
did not rely on them, and there is no 
contemporaneous evidence justifying the 
agent’s present position. The letter of 
the agent transmitting the revised es- 
timate of Nov. 27, made after two and 
a half months of actual contact with the 
work, in nowise foreshadows anything 
except the normal variations of cost 
which might be expected in a job of this 
magnitude. : 7 

“The most significant single fact in- 
dicating the point of view at Hog Island 
was that bills for material, largely lum- 
her, were prepaid (and ning 27% | pre- 
paid) to the extent of over $10,000,000, 
but no effort was made by the agent 
until our investigation to prove whether 
prepaid bills were in fact followed by 
actual receipt of .the material paid for. 


Detailed Cost in Doubt. 


** Another fact of strong significance 
is that while the contract provided in 
express terms that the agent should 
keep a detailed plant cost account and 
contained very careful provisions defin- 
ing cost, yet the agent at an early date 
took the position that since the Gov- 
ernment paid for everything that went 
into Hog Island it was unnecessary to 


comply with this provision. Hence, at 
no stage of the work since last Decem- 
ber could it be determined what any 
unit of plant construction cost. Thus, 
it was never possible for the agent and 
the agent never attempted to supervise 
either its own work or the work of its 
subcontractors from the point of view 
of what the work was costing. 

“It was certainly possible to syper- 
vise the undertaking from the stand- 
oint of cost without detriment to speed, 
e February Admiral Bowles was sent 
to Hog Island to exercise the full powe 
of the Fleet Corporation in the matte 
of direction and supervision;, he was 
able to increase the efficiency of the 
work and yet eliminate unnecessary sal- 
aries in three departments, and rental 
charged for unnecessary equipment, 
thereby effecting. a saving ,of several 
thousand dollars a day. A similar re- 
organization in other departments is un- 
der way. 

*“*In substance, the agent has’ taken 
the position that since this was not a 
commercial job, but a war job in which 
speed was of the essence, therefore, in 
the absence of positive misconduct or 
eriminality the question of cost was of 
minor importance. 

‘“*In our opinion this is not the correct 
view_ of the contract. Speed,-of course, 
was of high importance, and something 
additional in the way of cost must be 
allowed for it, and we.have to assume 
was allowed by the agent in its estimate 
of Nov. 27, because the necessity for 
speed was as apparent then as later. 
But speed is not promoted by disregard- 
ing the ordinary safeguards for control— 
ling costs. Both the contemporaneous 
record evidence and the contract itself 
indicate a rigid desire on the part of the 
Fleet Corporation to have the expen- 
ditures kept within the narrowest prac- 
ticable limits and to have the expendi- 
tures closely checked by a careful sys- 
tem of cost accounting; in addition, the 
contract required the agent to protect 
and subserve the interests of the Fleet 
Corporation, fixed bonuses for savings 
in cost on the vessels and penalties for 
exceeding the estimated cost, provided 
for calling upon the aid of the Fleet 
Corporation itself in order to make pur- 
chases ‘at the minimum cost consistent 
with the existing. conditions,’ and pro- 
vided that ‘excessive and unusual sal- 
aries or emoluments shall not be paid 
by the agent or charged as a part of the 
actual cost.’ 

“Tf, then, the agent has adopted a 
standard of conduct for the work which 
is not the standard fixed by the con- 
tract, it cannot acquit itself of responsi- 
bility by merely showing that it has ac- 
tual QA expended some $61,000, 
building this plant; it must 
and account not only for actual expendi- 
tures, but for, the reasonable necessity 
of the expenditures under a proper gon- 
struction of the contract.’’ a

STONE DISCUSSES REPORT. - 
et 


Head of International Company Is 
Proud of Hog Island Record. 


Charles A. Stone, President of the 
American International Company, in 
discussing the report of the Department 
of Justice on the Hog Island shipyard 
investigation, said yesterday: ; 

“It would not havp been ~surprisin 
if, in an enterprise of this magnitude, 
with an organization so hastily as- 
sembled, and with the work progressing 
at such speed, irregularities had oc- 
curred. It is highly gratifying, there- 
fore, that no graft, profiteering, or 
financial misconduct of any kind what- 
ever has been found. This is distinctly 
a@ credit to the men who have been re- 
sponsible for the organization and the 
actual prosecution of the work. 

“The,report intimates that the job 
was done extravagantly. It- points out 
no single expenditure that was wasteful, 
but it states, as an inference merely, 
that there was extravagance. This in- 
ference apparently is based on two 
facts: » That the cost so largely ex- 
ceeded the original estimate, and that 
the cost per way was larger than that 


of the merchant and submarine boat 
yards. 


‘‘The fact is that the figures show 
that the cost per way at Hog Island, 
on a fair basis of comparison, is not 
substantially in excess of the cost per 
way at other yards. In fact, it is less 
than at one of the yards mentioned. I 
am informed that Mr. Piez, the General 
Manager of the Fleet Corporation, has 
made computations which demonstrate 
this. ‘ 

“The original estimate was neces- 
sarily inadequate. We had no standards’

or precedents to guide us in such a 
gigantic undertaking. After the original | 
estimate was made, the scope of the 
yard was increased at least 50 per, cent. | 
Furthermore, as the work progressed, j 
the cost more than doubled, both of | 
labor and materials.

fully explain the difference between the | 
original estimate and the final cost. 

‘Whether emergency war costs are 
excessive or not is a question of opin- 
ion, upon which perfectly honest men 
will differ, and on this’ question as 
applied to Hog Island, our own officials, 
who are experts of the highest stand- 
ing and reputation, differ from the con- 
clusions of the men employed in the 
investigation, who, to say the least, had 
never had experience in a job of such 
magnitude as this. On this question of 
cost, I understand that the officials of 
the Fleet Corporation agree with our 
officials.- 

“At the continued hearings before 
the Senate Commerce Commitcee, which 
are to proceed directly after New Year’s, 
all the facts can be brought out. It will 
then be shown, I am sure, that, while 
the rd was necessarily costly as a

“Furthermore, I am equally certain 





that it will appear that this great un- 
dertaking, instead of being one deserv- 
ing criticism, is really one of the great- 
est engineering feats of the age—a 
monument to American efficiency and 
an achievement of which all those en- 
gaged on the work and the entire nation 
may rightly be proud.” : 

As evidence of Charles M. Schwab's 
opinion of the Hog Island yard, Mr, 
Stone quoted the following paragraph 
of a letter which he had received from

“You, no doubt, know. as I have 
often expressed to you, how fully I ap-

WAR REVENUE BILL 
MAY PASS TONIGHT 


Simmons Hopes to Rush Action 
by Senate, but Republicans 
* Predict a Delay. 


THOMAS URGES ECONOMY 


“Every Dollar Placed In Battleship 
Is a Dollar Wasted,” Colorado 
Member Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Although 
renewal today of general Senate de- 
bate halted progress on the War Rev- 
enue bill, Senator Simmons, Chairman 
of the Finance Committee, announced 
that an effort would be made to pass 
the measure before adjournment tomor- 
row, with resort to a night session if 
necessary, Republican leaders express- 
ed the belief that the measure would go 
over until Monday. 

Practically all of today’s session was 
devoted to duscussion, the principal 
speakers being Senator Jones of New 
Mexico and Senator Thomas, of Colo- 
rado, both Democrats. The'former de- 
clared the bill contained many inequali- 
ties and injustices which handicapped 
the conduct of business and said the 
party which permitted such injustice 
to continue would be driven from power. 

Speaking in support of a _ substitute 
measure of which he is author, Sena- 
tor Thomas declared the watchword for 
this Congress should be ‘ retrench- 
ment, frugality,-and economy.’’ Adop- 
tion of a Federal budget system was 
urged by the Senator, who said national 
bankruptcy would result unless such a 
system was put into effect. 

Senator Thomas opposed granting the 
recommendations made by Secretary 
Daniels for increased naval appropria- 
tions, declaring ‘‘ every dollar placed 
n a battleship is a dollar wasted.’’ Sub- 
marines and seaplanes, he said, had rev- 
olutionized naval warfare, and he de- 
clared that had the war continued six 
months longer, every German warship 
at Kiel would have been destroyed by 
the ‘‘myriad of airplanes carrying 
>t aaa that would have swept the

FORGED $132,000 NOTES. 


Secretary Admits Using Name of 
Late Fred E. Richards in Frauds. 


PORTLAND, Me., Dec. 20.—A confes- 
sion that he forged the indorsement of 
the late Fred E. Richards, President of 
the Union Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, to notes totaling $132,000 has been 
made by Ludwell L. Howison, Mr. Rich- 

ds’'s private secretary and executor 
of his will, according to Carroll Beedy, 
County ‘Attorney. 

Notes amounting to $72,000, drawn by 
Howison and indorsed with Richards’s 
name, are held in banks in this city. 
The County Attorney said that unwise 
ifivestments and speculation in the stock 
market were understood to have led to 
Howison’s transactions. Mr. Richards 
died about a year ago. .Howison, who 
is 35 years of age, was arrested today.

Metaxa, Ex-Governor of Salonikl, 
Asks for American Support. 


BOSTON, Dec. 20.—The appeal of the 
Greeks for freedom from the domination 


of the Turks and Bulgarians in Mace- 

donia, Thrace, Asia Minor, and_ the 

Islands of the Dodecanese was voiced to- 

night by John N. Metaxa, formerly Gov-

DICKMAN CENSORS 
PRESS AND SHOWS 


Americans Tighten Control on 
Germans Owing to Criticism 
and Propaganda. 


FORBID ADVERSE COMMENT 


Sean 


Roundup of Discharged Troops and 
Arrest of a Profiteer Also 
Mark New Policy. 


COBLENZ, Dec. 17, (Associated Press.) 
—German propaganda and the tendency 
to criticism of conditions in the district 
occupied by the American forces have 
been abruptly checked by the establish- 
ment of a censorship by Major Gen. 
Dickman wpon the newspapers and the 
theatres. His act was the first indica- 
tion that the Americans purposed tight- 
ening. their grip on local affairs. 

The regulations governing the press 
were formally made public, but those 
which apply to the theatres were com- 
municated orally by Colonel R. H. Will- 
fams, Chief of the Intelligence Depart- 
ment, who also explained personally to 
the’ newspaper owners what was ex- 
pected of them. . 

The managers of the theatres, ranging 
from opera to moving picture produc- 
tions, were informed that there was no 
objection to their giving performances 
except in gases where attempts were 
made to inject propaganda or criticism, 
either directly or by inuendo, into the 
productions. Not even.’ apparently 
friendly comment, if it were otherwise 


undesirable, would be tolerated; it was 
explained. 


Regulation of Newspapers. 


To the newspaper owners it was 
pointed out that ‘the question of whether 
they offended or not lay with them— 
that the Americans would not be both- 
ered with censoring the publications be- 
fore they were issued, but that the first 
six. copies from the press should be 
delivered to Amériean Headquarters. 
Meanwhile the running off of the edition 
could be continued. If it were then dis- 
covered that the regulations had been 
violated, prompt punitive action would 
be taken. 

A memorandum delivered to the news- 
paper owners specifies that the follow- 
ing matter shall not be published : . 

“ All —— editorials, dispatches 
and news items, which, - 
ture, are calovinted toe en om

and disobedience 0 them “to, disteapect

Rounds Up German Soldiers. 

A further indication of the intention 
of the American authorities to curb any 
abuse of their leniency was afforded 
by a roundup of discharged German 
soldiers who had failed to procure civil- 
fan clothes, and by the arrest of a mer- 
chant who had been found profiteering 
in money exchange. 

The merchant made the mistake of 
me: my that he had sold a_ soldier 
marks for francs at 20 points below the 
rate of exchange fixed by the army and 
hac then further increased his profits 
by reselling at the bank. There has 
been little of this sort of thing, how- 
ever, and so far the public appears dis- 
pused to conform with the order that 


prices must be the same to the Amer- 
icans as to the Germans. 





Protest Against Seizure of Danzig. 
AMSTERDAM, Dec, 20.—German resi- 
dents of Danzig held a mass meeting 
there Thursday to protest against an- 
nexation of the city by the Poles.. Gov- 
ernor von Jagow of Posen, it is reported 


from German sources, has sent a wire- 
less message of protest to President 
Wilson.

Out of the 32 officers and 888 men 
on the sick and wounded list only 30 
were bedridden and 884 required .no 
special attention. 

Hitherto the military althorities have 
not allowed the returning soldiers to 
step outside the pier gates in Hoboken, 
but have sent them away in trains from 
the piers to the various camps.

Pri- 
vate Schady, who is a member of Com- 
pany C, 1ith Engineers, while working 
with two comrades along the railroad 
that extended from Verdun toward 
Sedan,on Oct. 30, suddenly. found they 
were being showered -by.. German high 
explosive shells. Schady; knowing that 
his ammunition train was due shortly, 
started down the track to flag it when 
a shell burst close by, killing his two 
companions and wounding him in eleven 
places. He managed, he said, to stag- 
ger along, and, before he fell ex- 
hausted, stopped the train. 


Many of Comrades Killed. 


Private Cornelius Dempsey of 693 
Prospect Avenue, the Bronx, of Com- 
pany B, 114th Infantry of the 29th Divi- 
sion, said that he enjoyed the fighting 
and the excitement very much until Co- 
lumbus Day, when he was laid out by 
an explosive shell at Verdun as his regi- 
ment was going over the top.

local authorities. The conf+rence had 
been, called to fix prices for Januevy, 
but after the announcement of the Fed- 
cral Food Board no .action was taken 
by the producers and distributers.

“Half-Baked Opinions” from 
Public Men May Cause “‘ Men- 
tal and Moral Indigestion.” 


HOPES FOR A WORLD LEAGUE 


If Men Have Seen New Light Re- 
cently It Will Come — Wants 
Just Trade Relations. 


CARLISLE, Penn., Dec. 20.—Vice 
President Marshall, in an address here 
tonight before the Carlisle Chamber of 
Commerce, gave his views on some ques- 
tions now under discussion in connec- 
tion with the Peace Conference. 

** It is furthest from my thought upon 
this occasion to utter a single word 
which might in any manner be con- 
etrued as endeavoring to affect the ne- 
gotiations of the President in’ Europe,”’ 
said the Vice President in opening his 
address, 

‘“Too many half-baked opinions com- 
ing from myself and others in public 
life may cause mental and moral in- 
digestion. I speak, therefore, only in 
general terms and go only to the length 
that all may agree. 

** That some league or understanding 
among civilized peoples for the preven- 
tion of certain future wars (as I prefer 
to .put it rather than for the enforce- 
ment of peace) is desirable, all right- 
thinking men agree. It has been the 
dream of all ages. Thus far, this dream 
of universal peace has each succeeding 
time turned into a nightmare. 

‘‘This appears to me tobe the real 
situation: lf mankind the world over is 
the mankind of a hundred years ago, or 
if there is the possibility that either 
WBngland, France, Italy or the United 
States contains the growing germ of 
military or commercial supremacy, then, 
though attempt may made to pre- 
serve the peace of thé world, the at- 
stempt would be another failure. 
rz ‘*Tf, however, the masses of mankind 
in these four great nations and in the 
lesser nations, for whom jointly the 
fight has been made, have seen a new 
light and are convinced of the useless- 
ness and folly of war, and if more and 
more, education and enlightenment as 
the days go by and the gencrations come 
and go, shall add to the number of those 
who thus think, then the experiment will 
succeed. 

‘* Until all men are of good will, wars 
will not cease entirely unless nations 
want peace at any price. Prevention, as 
far as possible, I desire; at any price, 
I do not. However,,if mankind, as a 
whole, desire it at any price they can 
get it by the adoption of written con- 
stitutions specifying, first, that the size 
of the army and navy shall be fixed by 
a referendum to all the men and women 
of mature age; and second, that no war 
of offense nor one of defense beyond 
the territorial limits of the State shall 
ever be waged until affirmatively de- 
cided by 2 like referendum.” 

Stating that commercial disputes breed 
wars, Mr. Marshall continued: 

“T have, of course, no means of know- 
ing what the representatives of the allied 
Governments may be willing to take 
up with the American people at the 

ace table, but I venture the assertion 
Phat the good will which now exists 
between the allied Governments and our 
own will not last five years unless re- 
ciprocal trade relations, fixed in justice, 
are arranged between us. Peoples learn

‘*] think the La Follette law is wholly 
humanitarian in its character. I ‘hope 
that, by international agreement, it may 
become the law of the sea for all sea- 
going powers. But, if it does not, then 
we are confronted with three proposi- 
tions: Either to repeal the law or to sub- 
sidize shipping or to have Governmental] 
control of our merchant marine, con- 
veying the produce of our merchants to 
foreign shores without any profit to. the 
Government of the United States.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Information 
veaching the War Department relative 
toe the work of the 89th National Army 
Division in France shows that this or- 
ganization, which was one of the thir- 
teen divisions picked for the formation 
of the present American: Army of Occu- 
pation in Germany, has established a 


record of which its units have every} 


reason to be proud. The War Depart-. 
ment has not been informed as to the 
exact part of the line of the Army of 
Occupation that is being occupied by the 
89th. But a complete report on the 
work of the division shows that this 
unit took a very active part in the St. 
Mihiel and the Meuse-Argonne drives.

ST. GAUDENSS LINCOLN 
CHOSEN FOR LONDON 
The Barnard Statue to Be Of- 
fered to Some Other Promi- 
nent British City. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The statue of 


Lincoln by Augustus St. Gaudens will- 


be placed in the Canning inclosure at 
Westminster, according to the decision 
of the American Commission appointed 
to decide whether St. Gaudens’s work or 
the monument of Lincoln: by George 
Grey Barnard should be selected for 
this honor. The Barnard statue will be 
offered to some other prominent British 
city.

PARIS, Dec. 20.—Nine Socialist mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies re- 
signed from the Army Committee of the 
Chamber today because Deputy René 
Renault, President of the committee, re- 
fused to call Premier Clemenceau for an 
interpellation on demobilization of the 
German Army. 

Albert Thomas, former Minister of 
Munitions, and Pierre Renaudel, leader 
of the Majority Socialists in the Cham- 
ber, were among those who refused to 
serve longer on the committee. 


BREWERS HAVE NO WORD. 


Ruppert Says Talk of Resumption 
Is Not Official. 


George E. Ruppert, Vice President of 
the Jacob Ruppert Company, brewers, 
said last night that no definite word 
had been received from Washington 
relative to the removal of restrictions 
on breweries. He said. .many rumors 
had been heard as to possible action by 
the Government, but no official infor- 
mation has yet been received.

BIG FUTURE IN AIR 


Germany and Britain Prepare 
for International Flying 
on Great Scale. 


ZEPPELIN FOR OCEAN TRIP 


London Proposes to Allies the 
Holding of an Aircraft 
Convention. - 


By Wireless to THE New YORK TimeEs. 

LONDON, Dec. 20.—Shaw Desmond, 
correspondent of the Daily Express at 
Copenhagen, telegraphs as follows, un- 
der Thursday’s date: 

“IT have received private information 
from an authoritative source that Ger- 
many is making enormous secrét prep- 
arations to secure mastery of the air. 
German insurance companies are seek- 
ing cover in neutral countries, especially 
Denmark, for insurance relating to a 
great chain of airplane factories and 
aerial experiments. 

“Factories throughout Germany are 
now being converted from war activi- 
ties to the building of airplanes and 
engines. Staffs including engineers, de- 
signers and pilots are being trained. 

‘‘ Gigantic hangars and flying stations 
are to be laid down in all the principal 
towns. The first step will be to link up 
the chief German centres with Berlin 
and then Berlin will be linked with the 
outside world, including Paris, London, 
and even New York. 

“Although lighter-than-air machines 
are not regarded as of.serious practical 
value, a Zeppelin will be used to make 
a transatlantic flight in the Spring.’’ 


Weir Announces British Air Aims. 


MANCHESTER, Dec. 20, (British 
Wireless Service.)—Lord Weir, the Air 
Minister, in a speech here this after- 
noon at a luncheon in his honor given 
by the Manchester Corporation, said 
that in August, 1914, the British flyin 
service, consisted of 1,285 officers an 
1,853 men of other ranks.- In November, 
1918, the strength of the service was 
30,000 officers, 260,000 men, and about 
30,000 women and boys. 

‘“We now have airplanes which can 
carry a crew of seven and thirty pass- 


‘|engers to 10,000 feet, travel at 100 miles 


an hour, make-a non-stop journey of 
1,200 miles, and alight on the sea and 
rise again with a full load,’’ he con- 
tinued. 

‘“‘'The success of the operation side of 
air transportation will depend upon the 
following measures: Development of 
navigational instruction, creation of an 
energetic meteorlogical service especial- 
ly designed to help air transport, the 
adoption of improved systems of wire- 
less telegraphy and telephony, and the 
adoption of a first-class system of day 
and night marking of landing places. 

“IT am convinced that co-operation be- 
tween the activities of the State and the 
activities of private firms will produce 
the finest results... The State must be a 
pioneer. It must exercise control, but it 
must not monopolize.

Motor Finest Contribution to 
_ Aerial Warfare. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Contribu- 
tions of the United States to the air- 
craft program of the Allies, in addition 
to the Liberty Motor, were praised by 
Brig.-Gen. J. D. Cormack, of the Brit- 
ish War Mission, in speaking tonight 
at a dinner given by the members of 
the old equipment division of the Sig- 


nal Corps in honor of Colonel Edward 
A. former member of the Air- 
craft Board.. ; 

After characterizing the Liberty Mo- 
tor as ‘‘the finest feat in design and 
production that has been accomplished 
during the war, so far as aircraft mat- 
ters are concerned,’’ General Cormack 
said one of the greatest American con- 
tributions was spruce. 

‘* Most of this timber,”’ he said, ‘‘ that 
was being produced was already under 
order by IF oped allies. More spruce had 
to be produced and; while the situation 
was critical at times, the final result 
is that in the month of November 
enough spruce was produced to more 
than equal all our combined require- 
ments. To cover the wings of the 
planes fabric was needed,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ and, as Britain could not sup- 
ply the linen, the United States, with 
characteristic ingenuity and _ energy, 
produced a cotton fabric which is at 
— the equal of the best airplane 

nen. 

“To tighten the fabric, dope was re- 
quired, and again, as the production 
was insufficient to supply more than 
the Allies’ needs, the Signal Corps 
stepped into the breach and took the 
matter in hand, with the result that the 
United States was soon in a position to 
supply all that was’ necessary. 

‘“* Castor oil for rotary motors was es- 
sential, but the world’s supplies were 
insufficient for the number of motors 
proposed. Your arrangements and prep- 
arations have resulted in producing an 
ample supply, and this achievement 
merits great praise.’’

From the New York Boat Owners 





Why Owners Would Arbitrate Wages 
But Not Basic Day 


THREAT of a strike by the operatives of the New 
York Harbor marine equipment makes a statement 
. of our position desirable. 
On the.outbreak of the war with Germany, various 
demands for higher wages were made by the men. 
were arbitrated or adjusted from time-to time and always 
resulted: in increased compensation. 
In the Spring of 1918 unrest again developed and demands were 
once more made for increased pay and for a basic twelve-hour day 
applicable to all operatives except barge and. coal-boat captains. 
Through the instrumentality of the National War Labor Board an 
arbitration committee was created, with the sanction and approval 
of the Government and the Railroad Administration, for the adjust- 
This board was composed of seven mem- 
bers—one representative each from the Department of Labor, the 
Department of Commerce and the War Department, two repre- 
sentatives of the employees, one representative of the Railroad 
Administration arid one representative of the boat owners. 

This board, after painstaking examination, made an award on 
July 12, 1918, which is still in force and respected and obeyed by the 
boat owners. By that award the wages of all classes of operatives 
were largély increased. By the same award the hours of service of 
the operative were held to be “‘determinable by Federal Law,”’ viz., 
a_twelve-hour day for all operatives of self-propelled equipment. 

- This award provided also that it should be binding on all parties 
until May 31, 1919, unless sooner set aside for good-cause shown. 

The industrial peace thus secured was destined to be short lived. 
Within less than four months the men, through their unions, pre- 
sented new demands for most extraordinary increases in pay and for 
a basic eight-hour day applicable to all equipment. The significance 
of these new demands may be best understood by reference to the 
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1. The principle of the eight-hour day has no 
application to our calling. 
with the argument that a man who works intens- 
ively for eight hours has done his employer’s bit

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GERMANY’S INDEMNITY PAYMENT 

**Germany is ruined for genera- 
@onsa,”’ according to thé cabled opin- 
fon of Dr. RatTHENav, employer of 
70,000 German workmen. He is a 
man of insight and foresight, if it is 
true, as the Cable qudtés him, that he 
tela Lupenporrr in July of 1917 that 
for Germany to win it was necessary 
for Luvenporrr to take Paris, London, 
and New York. That was the reduc- 
tion of Germany’s victory to. absurd- 
ity, and was* seen so much sooner 
than by Germany’s other leaders that 
Dr. RaTHENAU acquires authdrity as 
an appraiser of Germany’s-capacity to 
repair the ruin she has wrought. 
thinks that Germany has done about 
five billions damage, and will have to 
pay that indemnity. Therewill be other 
estimates of both damage and indem- 
nity.  Sevéral nations severally pre- 
gent individual claims for damages 
equal to the fotal RaTHENAU al- 
lows, and he may perhaps’. be 
persuaded to increase his éstimate 
of damage. It will be futile _to 
increase it beyond Germany’s ability 
to pay, but, up to the limit of the 
agréed total it must pay, Germany is 
not ruined in the sense of inability to 
work. It has its plant—railways, fac- 
tories, personnel, except 6,066,769 war 
casualties, and is richer economically 
thin its victims. They are facing 
their future bravely, while Germany 
is asking for that mercy which it did 
not show. It will have to buy its ores 
and potash which it has heretofore | 
exploited as the fruit of its robbery of 
1871. 

Germany has hitherto been indus- 
trious at other people’s expense. 
Hereafter Germany will be indus- 
trious at ‘‘ hard labor ’’ until its due 
to outraged world’s society has been 
paid. On’ its previous scale of indus- 
try Germany's net income—its sav- 
ings over its cos. of living—on Dr. 
RATHENAU’S estimate has been ‘* be-

It would. be surprising if 
the State Department did not reply 
to the inquiry of Mr. Lopapg’s resolu- 
tion by disclaiming any knowledge of 
the design imputed to. the American 
peace representatives..

“HELP FOR THE SOLDIERS. 

It. would be regréttable if our sol- 
diers, on returning. to civilian life, did 
not take advantage of the Govern- 
ment’s plans~ for making them self- 
supporting. A soldier was seen in 
the subway this week. peddling a 
printed song, in order, as he told 
everybody in. sight, to get into civil- 
ian clothes.

Thomas. F, Gilfeather, two of the vic- 
tims. of the wreck. Arraigned before 
Judge Marcus B. Campbell in the County 
Court, the defendants were each held 
in $10,000 bail, bonds being furnished by 
a surety. company. At the request of 
Dtstrict Attorney .Lewis the trial was 
set for Jan. .6. 

In court the accused men were repre- 
sented by an array of courlsel, and it 
was made evident that separate trials 
would be asked for each of the defend- 


ants. All of the accused efered leas 
of not guilty, and Stephen Baldwin, 
representing Dempsey; hes for ten 
ays in which to demur to the indict- 
ments. After some argument, counsel 
for the defense obtain seven days in 
which to file demurrers. 

The lawyers for the railroad men are 
believed to be preparing to seek a change 

of venue in the event that they fail to! 
upset the indictments. An indication of 
this is seen in the activities of a private 
esi agenc rf which for some days 

has been sounding public opinion and 
gathering adverse criticism of the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit Company as ex- 
pressed by Brooklynites. hese adversé 
expressions, it was said yesterday, 
would be used in support of a contention 
that because of hostile sentiment in the 
community the defendants could aot 
hope for a fair trial in Brooklyn. 

The indictments say that the accused 
officials should have appointed trained, 
fit, and competent agents and employes, 
and exercised care, diligence, and pru- 
dence in the operation and management 
of the road; that, each aiding and abet- 
ting the other, wilfully and wrongfully 
committed an act which seriously dis- 
turbed and endangered the public 
health, and that they. Somitted to perform 
duties which endangered and rendered 
insecure in life a.considerable number 
of persons. They are charged with ¢m- 
ploying an unfit motorman to run a 
train and with managing the lines in an 
improper, reckless, and negligent man- 
ner. It is alleged that the officials 
knew, or should have known, that the 
motorman was not competent, and that 
he should not have been permitted to 
run a loaded train over a road which 
they knew was not constructed, equipped 
or so maintained as to properly and rea- 
sonably safeguard passengers, at a dan- 
gerous rate of speed, with the result 
that the train was wrecked.
